Motels were jam m ed and m ak eshift shel­ 
ters sprang u p in diners and serv ice stations. 
A nu mber of airports closed or cu t back 
operations. 
Six deaths were attribu ted to the storm , 
which rode winds u p to 50 mph along a chilly 
arc that stretched from New Mex ico to north­ 
western Illinois and Minnesota. 
Police blam ed fierce winds and low v isibil­ 
ity cau sed by driv ing snow for the crash of a 
light plane near Eu rek a, Utah, that k illed a 
Minnesota cou ple. 
A New Mex ico woman was k illed when her 
car slid off snow-pack ed U.S. 6 4 and into the 
Rio Grande north of Santa Fe, and in Kansas 
the body of a m otorist was fou nd 100 y ards 
from where his car had stalled in deep snow. 
He apparently was a heart attack v ictim, po­ 
lice said. 
In N ebrask a, a 47 -y ear-old Omaha man 
died Su nday night after apparently su ffering 
a heart attack while shov eling snow. A tru ck 
conv erted to a snow plow becam e stu ck near 
Millard and one of two men inside died of ca r­ 
bon monox ide poisoning.

The steady unfurling o f new flag s in 
the underdev elo ped wo rld after Wo rld 
War II heralded a new ag e o f natio nal­ 
ism, o f the fo rg ing o f natio n-states o ut 
o f fo rmerly subject peo ples. 
That pro cess co ntinues, but already 
we seem to hav e g o ne bey o nd it into an 
ag e o f micro natio nalism, o f the frag ­ 
mentatio n o f ex isting natio ns into ev en 
smaller units. 
Place a fing er at rando m o n a map 
o f the wo rld. The chances are g o o d that 
the co untry to uched, whether it is an 
o ld, established o ne o r a newly created 
o ne, co ntains so me kind o f mino rity 
g ro up strug g ling either fo r indepen­ 
dence o r auto no my o r “ a piece o f the 
actio n.” 
These g ro ups ex ist in the tiniest o f 
natio ns as well as the larg est. They 
rang e fro m the racial, as in the United 
States (and elsewhere), to the ling uis­ 
tic and ethnic, as in Canada (and else­ 
where), to the tribal, as in Nig eria (and 
elsewhere), to the relig io us, as in the 
So v iet Unio n (and elsewhere). 
The internal 
strug g le runs 
the 
g amut fro m terro rism, as in the ac­ 
tio ns o f Quebec ex tremists in Canada; 
to perio dic rio ts, as between French- 
speaking and Flemish-speaking Bel­ 
g ians o r Catho lics and Pro testants in 
Ireland; to o fficial repressio n, as prac­ 
ticed by Spain ag ainst the Basques o r 
Russia ag ainst the Jews; to attempts 
by mino rities to build po wer bases 
within the sy stem. 
An ex ample o f the latter is the fo r­ 
matio n o f a po litical mo v ement by 
Eskimo s 
in Canada’s 
Yuko n 
and 
No rthwest Territo ries. The ‘‘Co mmit­ 
tee fo r Orig inal Peo ples’ Entitlement” 
demands a big g er share o f the Arctic’s 
mineral wealth fo r the reg io n’s inhabi­ 
tants. 
Speaking o f o rig inal peo ples, Aus­ 
tralia’s abo rig ines are repo rtedly 
ado pting an increasing ly militant po s­ 
ture to ward the g o v ernment. Taking a 
cue fro m America’s Black Panthers, 
abo rig inal 
leaders use wo rds 
like 
“ ho nky ” and “ the man” in airing 
g riev ances ag ainst the white establish­ 
ment.

An ev en mo re tragic ex amp le is 
fo u n d in th e rep o rt th at Eth io p ian air

o f Keren in th e p ro v in ce o f Eritrea o n 
Ch ristmas Ev e, killin g 500 p erso n s, in a 
strike again st a gu errilla gro u p called 
th e Eritrean Lib eratio n FYo n t. 
Th e n atio n wh o se su fferin g u n der 
M u sso lin i’s b o mb s 35 y ears ago 
aro u sed th e in dign atio n o f th e wo rld is 
n o w called an aggresso r an d o p ­ 
p resso r.

NTA not de a n wa s h 


Scientists were the first to see and 
understand the pro blems o f o ur env i­ 
ro nment. They called attentio n to the 
effects o f chemical po llutants o n the 
tiny phy to plankto n which are the bo t­ 
to m o f the o cean’s life chain. They 
po inted o ut the hazards o f carbo n mo n­ 
o x ide and o ther pro ducts o f inco mplete 
fuel co mbustio n; and that deterg ent- 
bo rne pho sphates feed the blue-g reen 
alg ae that steal o x y g en fro m already 
dy ing lakes and streams. 
Scientists liv e intimately with na­ 
ture. Their co ncern is a natural thing 
and lay men sho uld be g rateful fo r it. 
But the g ratitude falls o ff when scien­ 
tists speak— ev en o n the side o f the an­ 
g els— in the name o f science but with­ 
o ut its reserv e. The pro mpting o f sci­ 
entists so metimes causes indiv iduals 
o r g ro ups to g o o ff half-co cked— wo rk­ 
ing fo r the betterment o f life, but with­ 
o ut the co nclusiv e ev idence that was 
o nce such an integ ral part o f the rig o r­ 
o us scientific metho d. 
That was the case with NTA. 
NTA, hailed as a successo r to po llu­ 
tio n-causing pho sphates, was being 
phased into washday pro ducts by a 
number o f majo r deterg ent makers. 
But recent research data sho ws that 
NTA co ntributes to a 1 0-fo ld increase in 
birth defects and fatalities in rats and 
mice. Ex it NTA as a pho sphate substi­ 
tute. 
The washday pro blem came to the 
fo refro nt a number o f mo nths ag o 
when env iro nmental awareness was at 
its peak. Deterg ent 
manufacturers 
fo und themselv es in ho tter-than-co m- 


fo rtable water o v er their pho sphate- 
co ntaining pro ducts. 
Co nserv atio n-minded lay men and 
scientists pressed the industry . The in­ 
dustry felt they had fo ug ht lo ng eno ug h 
and decided to switch, thus g etting 
co nserv atio nists “ o ff o ur backs.” 
They had had so me ex perience with 
nitrilo traicetic acid (NTA). It aided 
the cleaning pro cess, as did pho s­ 
phates, and it caused no apparent env i­ 
ro nmental damag e. Still, research was 
sparse and many scientists held co n­ 
cern o v er its lo ng -term effects. 
Nev ertheless, deterg ent manufac­ 
turers g radually beg an to substitute 
NTA fo r a po rtio n o f the pho sphates in 
their pro ducts. When the dang er o f 
NTA was disclo sed recently it was esti­ 
mated that so me 5 per cent o f all deter­ 
g ents co ntained the chemical and the 
industry was preparing fo r mo re. 
There was a g limmer o f ho pe fo r 
eliminating pho sphates fro m deter­ 
g ents but no w, less than a y ear later, 
we find o urselv es stewing in an o ld po t. 
Independent scientists, backed by an 
anx io us public, pushed fo r chang es. In­ 
dustry scientists, ho ping fo r the best, 
to o k a chance. 
The chance did no t pan o ut and we 
still hav e pho sphates. Fo rtunately , no 
perso n is kno wn to hav e been harmed. 
But tho usands o f do llars and man 
ho urs were wasted. 
Mo re than a few interested indiv id­ 
uals sho uld be lo o king at the NTA epi­ 
so de and asking , “ What ev er happened 
to the reserv e that was o nce such an 
impo rtant part o f science? ”

NEW YORK (NEA)— Ton y 
Bartolotta speaks so qu ietly 
du rin g a first en cou n ter that his 
karate-chop commen ts wake u p 
a person in a hu rry . 
For ex ample, he say s, “ If a 
lot of homemakers wou ld g et 
ou t of bed in the morn in g an d 
take that cig arette ou t of the 
mou th an d cook breakfast for 
their children , somethin g cou ld 
be don e abou t poor n u trition in 
this cou n try .” 
Paradox

sen ten ces. This is a paradox 
sin ce Bartolotta basically feels 
we all n eed to slow down an d 
learn to appreciate ev ery thin g 
that we hav e. 
“We’re alway s 
u n der 
the 
g u n ,” he adds kn owin g ly . As a 
y ou n g boy in Phillipsbu rg . N.J., 
he was on e of sev en children . 
The family mov ed to Easton 
an d Allen town , Pa., an d “Dad 
was ou t of a job an d Mother 
made do.” 
It was a rou g h time. 
“Too man y forg et that 30 or 40 
y ears ag o g ettin g en ou g h food 
was a worry ,” he poin ts ou t. 
“Now I kn ow some lower-in - 
come cases where the kids 
won ’t ev en eat bean s.” 
To Bartolotta this is crimin al 
He recalls makin g pasta an d 
kn eadin g bread at home. “ I had 
n o time to g et in to trou ble,” he 
say s. 
He worked to su rv iv e. In his 
early teen s Bartolotta’s father 
appren ticed him in the hotel - 
restau ran t field: 
“ My father 
was made to feel he shou ld pay 
the hotel own er to edu cate m e.” 
Bartolotta liked the bu sin ess 
an d recog n ized a fu tu re in , it 
For more than 16 y ears he 
hon ed his trade in fin e hotels 
an d clu b kitchen s in the East 
an d wen t to the John Sex ton 
Compan y with ex ecu tiv e chef 
papers. 
Throu g h the y ears Bartolotta 
acted as a n on academic teacher 
of y ou th. 
“ I firmly believ e y ou n g peo­ 
ple shou ld 
take cou rses 
in 
hou sehold man ag emen t in ele­ 
m en tary g rades 
an d 
hig h 
school,” he say s. “Somewhere 
the U.S.A. missed the boat as 
far as n u trition is con cern ed. 
We hav e been so bu sy tellin g 
people what to do an d what they 
shou ld hav e to eat, we n eg lect to 
tell them why children shou ld 
eat g ood bread, drin k 
fru it 
ju ices, eat fru its, meat an d 
eg g s. 


“We are a well-edu cated peo­ 
ple bu t too man y su ffer the 
sev ere fru stration of ju st liv in g 
an d su rv iv in g . Those with low 
in comes su ffer as a u n it. No 
matter the in come lev el I feel 
all families n eed to make the ef­ 
fort to eat at the sam e time. A 
half-decen t meal is the on ly 
thin g to help a family tog ether. 
If it’s on ly fran ks, let them be 
hot an d serv ed well.” 
He feels deeply abou t this an d 
ex plain s that his teen -ag ed son 
n ow en joy s 
workin g in 
the 
kitchen with him: 
“Family life is on e way to 
teach a child. If a boy or g irl 
n ev er learn to set a fork proper­ 
ly , it’s ag ain st society . I may 
sou n d like a stu ffed shirt, bu t 
g ood n u trition an d g ood m an ­ 
n ers do g o tog ether.” 
Recen tly , Bartolotta, as head 
of his firm ’s test kitchen , pu t to­ 
g ether some ex otic dishes from 
can s to show that it can be don e. 
His ex hibition was for restau ­ 
ran t ex ecu tiv es bu t he feels 
there is a spill ov er in to the 
home. 
For ex ample, he poin ts ou t 
most home cooks, an d restau ­ 
ran ts, ten ), serv e g reen bean s 
with a ru n throu g h of bu tte r- 
hopin g for a miracle. He adds 
pean u t bu tter an d mix es Ibis 
with cole slaw to serv e hot or 
cold with cru mbled bacon on 
top. Su rprisin g ly , it tastes g ood! 
He tu ras can n ed macaron i 
an d cheese in to g ou rmet fare by 
addin g can n ed seafood, stewed 
tomatoes, fresh g reen pepper 
strips an d Parm esan cheese. 
An d he takes a can of corn ed 
beef hash, adds cru shed pin eap­ 
ple, raisin s, sliced ban an as, 
mu shrooms an d tomato paste, 
pu ts the in g redien ts in to a g reen 
pepper an d adds a sau ce for a 
Poly n esian Pepper. 
New Foods 
He believ es too man y Ameri­ 
can s are still shy abou t try in g 
somethin g n ew in foods. Ev en 
the basic in g redien ts, su ch as 
rice, bean s corn meal or spin ­ 
ach, are ov erlooked. 
“These are all n u trition ally 
sou n d foods, an d tasty ,” he em ­ 
phasizes “When I was a boy it 
seems we made food ou t of 
n othin g Often people g o to res­ 
tau ran ts an d pay fou r times as 
mu ch for the sam e stew they 
cou ld make at home or bu y in a 
su permarket. I like my work. I 
like food. I ju st wish more fam i­ 
lies did a better job with their 
food shoppin g an d cookin g .”

Lewisburg, Pa., since March, 
1967 after being sentenced to 
eight years on a jury-tampering 
conviction. Hoffa is also under 
a five-year sentence for fraud 
in handling loans from Team­ 
ster pension funds.

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. 
(AP) - 
Illinois will have a gradual tran­ 
sition from its 1870 Constitution 
to the new one approved by vot­ 
ers in the Dec. 15 referendum. 
With some exceptions, the 
bulk of the new Constitution 
goes into effect July 1. 
One item in the new Constitu­ 
tion, a provision for reapportion­ 
ment on the basis of 1970 census 
figures, goes into effect shortly 
after the legislature convenes at 
noon Wednesday. 
The lawmakers are required 
by the new Constitution to begin 
the work of reapportionment 
Jan. 15. 
Built into the reapportionment 
section is machinery designed 
to speed agreement among the 
lawmakers. 


If they fail to agree on a re­ 
apportionment plan by June 30, 
the leaders of both parties in 
both houses are to name a bi­ 
partisan 
legislative-laymen 
group of eight to continue the 
debate. 


If the commission fails to 
come up with a majority-ap­ 
proved plan by Aug. 10, the sec­ 
retary of state will draw the 
name of a tie breaker from two 
candidates submitted by the Il­ 
linois Supreme Court.

One transition clause in the 
new Constitution notes 
that 
there may be obvious conflicts 
between the new and old chart­ 
ers. In such cases the new Con­ 
stitution would prevail.

U PPER MONTCLAIR, N.J. 
(AP) — Co-ops are sprouting in 
cities and suburbia as house­ 
wives close ranks in the battle 
against food price inflation. 
“ I can pretty safely guarantee 
a family of four a saving of 
$1,000 a year. But even more 
important, the eating’s a lot bet­ 
ter,” insists Vivian Crandell of 
the Downtown Co-op of New 
York City. 
“ You save 20 per cent right 
off the bat by beating the mark­ 
up at the supermarket. You 
save an additional 20 per cent 
because the quality is so much 
better,” says Mrs. Crandell. 
Marcia Schachter, co-founder 
of a co-op of 15 families in an 
upper middle class neighbor­ 
hood of this metropolitan sub­ 
urb, contends that quality is the 
major dividend. 
“ Our families eat more fresh 
fruit and vegetables. We eat 
more fish The bread we buy 
from a wholesale routeman is 
whole wheat. It has no preser­ 
vatives.” 
Each Tuesday members of 
the co-operative take turns driv- 


ing a station wagon to a whole­ 
sale market in Newark, N.J., to 
load up with supplies for the 
week. Returning home, a mini­ 
market is set up in a garage 
where housewives pick and 
choose. 
For two hours on shopping 
day the garage is a busy place 
as members—many with chil­ 
dren in tow—stock up on food 
supplies for the week. Pur­ 
chases here are on an honor 
system. Current prices are list­ 
ed on each item. 
“ We work strictly on a cash 
basis,” said Mrs. Schachter. “ If 
food is left over we divide it 
among those who might need a 
particular item most.” 
At the Newark market, Ben 
Smolenski takes special care of 
his co-op customers. 
“ A good buy on mushrooms. 
Twenty cents a pound less than 
in the supermarket,” he’ll say 
during Christmas or Thanksgiv­ 
ing week. “ The pears are a bit 
expensive. 
Wait 
until 
next 
week.” 
A typical week may find a co­ 
op buying 24 heads of lettuce for 
$4.50 and selling them to mem­ 
bers for 19 cents a head. Apples 


were real bargains at Ben’s dur­ 
ing Thanksgiving week, 8 cents 
a pound. 
“ That’s 19 cents less than su­ 
permarket 
prices,” 
beamed 
Mrs. Schachter. “ Very good 
Macintosh apples ” 
Operating procedures vary 
among co-ops. 
Meat was dropped from the 
shopping program here because 
prices 
weren’t 
attractive 
enough. But the Downtown Co­ 
op operating out of a first-floor 
apartment on New York’s West 
15th Street has an arrangement 
with a meat supplier for hotels 
and restaurants. 
“ Meat has to be delivered 24 
hours in advance,” says Mrs. 
Candell. “ A woman from the 
co-op is designated meat buyer 
for the week. She’ll check by 
phone to see what the supplier’s 
special will be for the week. On 
Sunday evening we’ll phone her 
our orders. She’ll then decide 
whether to take advantage of 
the bargain cut or pick an alter­ 
native that costs a little more. 
We don’t go higher than $1.10 a 
pound for any meat. We’re basi­ 
cally a middle class co-op.” 
As in the garage in Upper 


Montclair, the housewives gath­ 
er at the distributor’s apart­ 
ment where the buyers make 
their choices. The business of
